A fire-resistiv e ro o f, pro per chim­ 
ney co nstructio n and co rrect installatio n o f 
heating plants, all help to prev ent fires. 
In facto ries and mercantile building s it is 
imperativ e that stairway s and 
elev ato r 
shafts be enclo sed and firewalls be installed 
to separate the v ario us sectio ns o f structures. 
This wall prev ent flames spreading upward 
fro m flo o r to flo o r laterally thro ug h larg e 
areas. In o rder to resist flames co ming fro m 
adjacent building s, windo ws sho uld be o f 
wired g lass in metal frames. 
Pro bably there alway s will be accidental 
ig nitio n o f fires, but the ho rrible to ll o f hu­ 
man life taken by fires, annually , can be 
curtailed to a larg e ex tent when building s 
are co nstructed pro perly . 
Then o ccupants 
will hav e a chance to escape befo re the fire 
spreads. 
Adequate municipal building co des help 
bring abo ut these safer co nditio ns.

It is out of the question to suspect the whole de­ 
partm ent of corruption. Y et it seem s to be under 
some sort of agreem ent to rid the country of as few 
as possible of the thousands of alien crim inals th a t 
crow d our prisons. Instead of dim inishing, as would 
be the case if the D epartm ent of L abor were doing 
its duty, the num bers of these alien crim inals in our 
prisons increases.
